The publicis avery sensitive body, and 
whatever maybe urged against any crooked 
transactions and want of fair play in sporting 
matters, itis generally known when events“ 
are to be conduced on a square basis. It is 
not easily fooled, and only a yery short period 
of double dealing and bad faith is necessary 
to break up patronage bestowed onsport of any 
kind. That the fight at New Orleans yester- 
day was condudted on honest principles 
there is no reason to doubt, and however re- 
puisiye the spectacle may be, of two men 
beating each other out of shape, there can be 
no doubt but that the general interest taken 
in the affair has been of more than passing 
mportance. 

Yesterday Mr. Sullivan, of Boston, knocked 
Mr. Ryan, of Troy, into a state of insensibil- 
ity in twenty-six minutes, after one of the 
„gamest“ contests on record; thus carrying 
out the predictions of the Post-DIsPaTcH 

sporting editor, that the battle would be 


short and decisive. A retrospect is exceed- 
ingly timely, and there are 
some very interesting reminiscences 
to be recdiled regarding pugilism 


in America. Perhaps ring fighting bad no 
incentive inthe country until the Nationa! 
American movemeut sprang up and then the 
**native’’ element was in the field for ag- 
ssive movement on every point. Cath- 
olic churches were riddied, engines and hose 
carts run by Americans, such as the Vigi 
lance and Sbifller in Philadelphia attacked 
the Hibernia and Mayamensing companies, 
mounted by fire‘nen of Celtic origin. Th: 
streets of Baltimore ran with blood, the Dead 
Rabbits and Bowerv Bors fought for dase 
and nights in New York streets; Macready, 
the English actor, was driven from the boarde 
of the A-tor Place Opera House, New York. 
and the.militia bad to be called out to sup- 
press one of the bloodiest riots on re 
cord. Billi Poole and his confreres were 
held up as models for emulation for our 
utb, and when the former was shot by 
wis Baker—living seven days with a ball in 
his brea-t—the Government took enough in- 


terest in the matter to senda man of-war af- 
ter the 


— — and ca ture him in the An- 
tipodes. were indeed stirring times: 
‘Gays of a riotous family strife, which had no 
in history, but in which no man bad » 
e place outside of bis own doors. “Pau- 
xu” was murdered; John Morrissey, a 
ighting stevedore, was held ona hot stove, 
until pain made him exert himself and ecat- 
— his dozen or so antagonists like as many 
ps. 
lu these mild, poetical and cheerful day- 
such men as Frank Ambrose—known to his- 
tofy as Yunkee Sullivan—and Tom 
Hyer came to the front as national 
antagonists. Their friends made a match 
and on February 7, 1849, they f»ught for tne 
largest stake ever put up, $10,000. The bat- 
tle was at Rock Pint, Maryland, and Hyer, 
who represented the American faction, was 
the winner after a vicious battle. About tni- 
riod Chris Lilly, Hammer Lane, Orville 
ner, Lar Bieral and scores of others 
were note for their exploits in the ring and 
battles were numerous and hard fought. 
ANEW ERA 
was thatin which Morrisey, who had long 
ranked as a good fichter in any shape, rough 
and tumble or according tothe ring rules, 
and John C. Heenan figured. Heenan wa- 
known as the “Benicia Boy,“ and despite bi- 
Hibernian origin ranked as the repre- 
sentative of the American element. Hi 
nick-name was derived from the place of his 
birth, Benicia, Cal., where he worked 
as a blackemith and laid the foundation for 
one of the gr ndest physiques ever given to 
mortal man. A match was made be! ween 
them, the stakes being $5,000. The battle 
took place at Long Poiut, Canada, on 
October 20, 1858, and the excitement at the 
time Was most intense and puisated through 
the nation. Heenan was trained too fine, and 
the reduction was such that a terrible boil 
showed on his neck. He made no complain: 
but fought with thenerve and strength tnat 
only a natural gladiator could have exhibited 
under the circumstances. He punished 
Morrissey terribly, but the hard bead of the 
“Hon. John“ received the biows as though it 
was made of rock. The fight was a short 
one, andalthough Heenan was whipped 
he showed such stuff that it was 
virtually regarded as a victory for him Dur 
ing their famous match Heenan had the good 
services of Aaron Jones, an ex-Eaglish 
champion. Morrissey retired after this, but 
intbe subsequent battle between Heenan 
and Sayers, fought at Farnborough, England, 
in 1860, he was potable from the fact that he 
sided with the Englishman against his old 
antagonist, which created a very bitter feel- 
ing against him, and the impression of which 
he was many vears erapicating in New York. 
The Farnborough fizzie,in which Heenan 
Caer Sayers almost toa standstill—at 
which point a mob brokein and robbed the 
American of his laureis, is a matter of pugi- 
Ustie record. Heenan afterwards fought 
Tom King, the Euglish champion afterwards, 
but was | defeated. by him. Hee- 
nan was out of condition and 
although he never ‘‘squealed’’ it was openly 
asserted that he was given “painted’’ food 
the morning of the * About this period 
Edmund Price and “Australian” Kelly 
fought, the former beating the latter and 
breaking a couple of his ribs.

THERE WAS A RESPITE 
in the interest taken in prize ring matters 
for along time, the war being in progress. 
Dunn and Davis, two fighters ofthe second 
grade, had a meeting nbar Port Jarvis, N. J., 
1865, Dunn winning. The influx of EKoglish 
pugs to this country became something 
notabie. Dooney Harris, a scienced fighter 
had already come here. Billy Ryali and 
Peter Morris, English light weight champion, 
and Tom Allen arrive here on 
one invoice and they were followed 
by the Hickens’ and afterwards Ned 
O’Baldwin, the Irish giant. About this 
period Charlie Gallagher, a young Califor- 
nian, came to the front as a fighter, and had 
«everal hard fights. Bill Davis whipped him 
near Detroit in 1867. From this period prize 
fighting fell into disrepute, matches were 
made and failures to meet were demonstra- 
tive of cowardice or skins.“ In 1868 there 
was some little stir overa challenge from 
John C. Heenan to fight McCoole; this was 
deciined. About this 11 however, sev- 
eral very hard fights did take place. In 
Tom Allen whipped Bill Davis, Charlie Gal- 
lagher defeated Tom Allen at Carroll Island, 
near this city, andin J ane McCool and Allen 
came together at Boster’

Alien fell ou bi- 
right shoulder and Mace fell heavily on him. 
Allen was insensible, and Coburn threw up 
the sponge. It as feared for some ti 
that Allen’s neck was broken, bug after a 
time he recovered. Mace opened a sporting 
crib on a grand scale, „The 
Capital,“ opposite Booth’s Tuea- 
ter on Twenty-third street, New York. 
did not pan out well and 
several very notable rencontres took 
—— there. It was in that place that Jobo 

orrissev and Cooley Keves were going to 
have their pistal duel, and on the evening of 
November 7, 1870, Joe Coburn sauntered in 
there a little the worse for wine, and, after 
his manner when in his cups, on mischief 
bent. He evidently remembered his old 
trouble with Mace, and Coburn did everv- 
thing to br ng about a fight, which Mace ac 
cepted with good nature and would not lis- 
ten to. “Go and hit him in the nose, Joe,” 
was the advice given by one of the 
Coburn party, and Joe deliberately did so. 
There was a prospect of who was the better 
man being decided then and there, but friends 
interfered, and the partizans who were in 
the scheme urged Mace to make a much. He 
did so, and they agreed to tight for $1,000 a 
side. After being militated out of Canada, a 
fresh match was made for $2500 a side and 
the championshiv of the world. They met 
November 30, 1871, at Bay St. Louis, not far 
from where yesterday’s battle took place, 
Mace being seconded by Jim Cusick and Tom 
Alien, Coburn by Tom Kelly and Tom McAi- 
pine. Mace’s unpire was Al. Smith; 
Coburn’s, his older brother Jim. Rufus 
Hunt was referee. The fight took piace in a 
cold, beating shower of ram. It was a battle 
of tac ies from the start. Mace drew blood 
from Coburn’s eye in the fourth round. In 
the first, second, ninth and eleventh rounds 
they clinched, Coburn having the best of the 
rounds. In the fifth round both fell over the 
ropes while 3 for the fall. The meu 
became slyer and slyer, and in the twelfth 
round they sparred and danced around each 
other for nearly an hour. Coburn had the 
best of it, but would not force the fighting, 
and Mace would not leave his corner. After 
this monkey business for a long time the re- 
feree entered the ring and declared the fight 
a dra». Although three hours and a half were 
consumed neither showed great marks of pun- 
ishment, andthe fizzle was provocative of 
great diszust amongst the admirers of the 
manly art.

Everybody was satis- 
fied and m st of the parties left for their 
homes last night and to-day. It is estimated

The Dorriss Murder Raises a Legal 
Question. 


— 


Is Homicide While Committing a 
Felony Marder in the First 
Degree? 


— — 
Did the Supreme Court Haus Three Men 


Illegally by Lately Changing 
Their Opinions? 


A few days after Mrs. Dorriss’ murder a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter questioned a 
prominent attorney as to the character of the 
crime which had been committed and the 
punishment which under the Missouri stat- 
ute would be visi ed upon the criminals. 
„Well,“ said the lawyer, if it were not for 
some decisions ok our Supreme 
Court your question would be 
vasy enough to answer, and I could answer 
it with one word. But, as it is, I shall ask 
you to let me examine the matter a little at 
my leisure. Suppose you call in the next 
time you are passing, and in the meantime I 
will look up the law on the subject.“ 

Yesterday the same gentleman met the re- 
porter and informed him that he was pre- 
‘pared to aus wer the reporter’s inquiry. He 
said: “I have looked at the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the state and I have jotted 
down a few notes on the points which will 
probably be raised by the defence. The 
great question to be solved is this: 

„Is Russell Brown guilty of murder in the 
first degree, ifthe killing of Mrs. Dorriss 
was unintentional? Clearly, this homicide, 
without intent to kill at common law, would 
have been murder. (1 Bishop, sec. 327, 328, 
331; 2 Bishop, sec. 694; 4 Blackstone’s Com., 
sec. 193, 200 and 201). The provision of our 


statute relating to this subjec 
is as follows: Every murder 
which shall be committed by means 


of poison, or by lying io wait, or by any other 
kind of willful, detiberate and premeditated 
killing, or which shal be committed in tne 
perpetration or attempt to perpetrate any 
arson, rape, robbery, burgiary, or mayhem, 
shall be deemed murder in the first degree.’ 
R. S. sec. 1232 The question under consid- 
eration was decided by the Supreme Court 
for the frst time in the case of State vs. Jen- 
nings, 18 Mo. 435. Jennings and a couple of 
his companions tied a man named Willard to 
a tree and yt an telling 1 — Kr 
atructtion vor Urv at i 
dose —— In Willard’s ~ death 
intended to do bim great 
harm, and in so doing death cnsued, than the 
crime was murder, Whether they intended to 
kill Willard or not. The Supreme Court in 
this case declared that this instruction prop 
erly stated the Jaw, holding when a homik ide 
oeceurred in the perpetratlon of a felony, that 
it was immaterial whether the killing wag in- 
tentionat or not. Then follows the cassé of 
the State vs. Nuesliv, 25 Mo., 111. where it 
‘ppears that the def+ndant had beaten his 
wife to death with a stick. An iastruction 
approved by the Supreme Court declared 
‘he law tobe, that if the defendant struck 
his wife with the stick with the intent to in- 
flict upon her great bodily barm, then the 
jury should convict of murder, even though 
the defendant had no specie iutent to kill 
Inthe State vs. Weiners, 66 Mo., p. 22, the 
Supreme Court says, ‘If one in perpetrating 
or attempting to perpetrate a felony kill a 
humac being such killihg is murder, al- 
though not specifically intended, for the law 
attaches the intent to commit the other felony 
to the homicide.’ And tothis same effect 
is State vs. Green 66 Mo , 631. 

„Thus the Supreme Court has reeognized 
and as was supposed settied the doctrine 
(founded both on the common law and our 
statute) that where one commits a homicide 
in the perpetration of a felony, this amounts 
to murder, whether there was an intent to 
kill or not. But there are two late opinions 
if the Supreme Court which appearto con 
flict with its previous decisions, and which 
‘hrow a great deal of doub: and uncertainty 
as to the law on the point under 
consideration, viz.: State vs. Earnest, 70 
Mo,, 520, and State vs. Hopper, 71 Mo. 425 
These cases are almost precisely alike. Tue 
evidence showed that three persons went to 
the house of one S.C Ham to rob nim, and 
that one of them shot him while he was at- 
tempting to escape from them. The trial 
court in substance instructed the jury that if 
they belived that tbe defendant shot and 
killed Haminthe attempt to commit a rob- 
bery then they should find the defendant 
guilty of murder in the first degree. Judge 
Henry, in passing upon the legality 
of this instructi.n, s#ys: ‘It is to be 
observed that the court deciares to the 
jury that a homicide committed in the at- 
tempt of the slayer to perpetrate a robbery 
is asa matter of law murder in the first de- 
gree.’ The statute does not declarefthat every 
homicide committed in the perpetration or 
attempt to perpetrate any arson, rape, rob- 
bery, etc., shall be murder in the first degree, 
but that any murder so committed, shali be 
deemed murder of the first degree. It recog- 
nizes as possible the commission of a homi- 
cide in the attempt to perpetrate either of 
those crimes, that will be a less crime than 
murder in the first degree. Even when the 
circumstances warrant such an instruction, 
it is erroneous to declare, as the court did in 
this case, thata homicide committed in the 
attempt to perp trate one of the other crimes 
named in the statute is necessarily murder,’ 
Aud these views were aftirmedin State vs, 
Hopper, 71 Mo., 425. Ia these two cases, 
however, the court was not unanimous; 
Chief Justice Sherwood and Judge Norton 
dissented. 5 

et is apparent that the decision as delivered 
by Judge Henry is based on the peculiar 
phraseology of the statute, which uses the 
word murder and not homicide, declaring 
that any murder committed in the perpetra- 
tion of any arson, etc., shall be murderin 


the first degree. It is to be observed that the 


statutein this respect is at present precisely 
‘as it was in 1845; that the Supreme 
Court as early as 1853 (18 Mo., 435) con- 
strued the word murder as here 
used to mean merely a killing, and, as before 
shown, this construction was recognized 


in 70 
“This ecrlier construetion of the statute 


seems to have been approved by the Legista- 
ture, as it has many times re-enacted this lew 
in the same words as were orig'nally used. 
As to the law on this subject it may be brief 
stated thus: A homicide committed 
perpetration of a felony was necessarily 
der at common 2 ae was the dc

On ace unt of this uncertainty in the law, 
the question that will be presen ed to Judge 
Laughlin, in the trial of Russell Brown, will 
bea very embarrassing «ne, no matter how 
much he may desire to follow the law as laid 
down by the Supreme Court; and the more 
go because the State will not be able to appeal 
if he rules against her on this point, tee 5 in 
that event Brown cannot be hung, unless the 
killing was willful, celiberate, premeditated, 
and with malice aforethought, The ques- 
tiom is a very interesting one, as probably the 
lives of two men depend upon its decision.”

“The petitioners,’’ said Mr. Davenport, 
addressing the court, “Shave instituted this 
proceeding, claiming to have been elected 
directors of the Fair Association. They de- 
sire to test their rignts under the statute, and 
wish a day to be set for bearing.“

To the Editor of the Posi Dispatch: 

Iknowthat you are deeply interested in 
everything that concerns the pro-perity of St. 
Louis, or tends to make it an attractive place 
of residence. Regarding macadamized streets 
there can be but one opinion among the re 
flecting citizens of St. Louis, and the unani- 
mous decision is that as they are laid down, 
repaired or cared for in this city, that they 
are a fearful nuisance, and we trust the day 
is notfar distant whenthe business portion 
of the city will be paved with granite blocks. 
But in the residence portion I am afraid that 
for many years we wili have to use the mac 
adam, and the auestion forces itself upon us 
as to the best means to suppress tne horrible 
summer dust which 80 greatly affects the 


prosperity of St. Louis. Certainly the plan 
suggested by your contemporary, the Giobe- 
Democrat, is the most feasible \et suggested; 
that is, to have the city government take the 
matter in hand, and water the streets in trout 
of unoccupied as well as oceu:ied 
lots, and tax the property -holders 
for so doing. Watering the streets in 
front of improved lots only by private sub- 
scription has proved a complete failure.

THE PINE STRKET SCHEME. 


A Protest Against the Destruction of 
Our Best Drive. 
To the Editor of the Post-Disnatcn: 
Sr. Louis, February 8, 1882. 


Noticing in the proceedings of the House 
of Delegates at their last meeting,a bill which 
was introduced by Mr. Thorman, and had 
its first reading, to grant a charter to acor- 
poration to run a street car line on Pine 
street, and being a resident and property 
owner of that thoroughfare, I respectfully 


ask permission through the columna of your 
valuable paper to enter my pro- 
test against such an ipmosition. 
Some two or e three years ago a similar bill 
was introduced into the Council, but fortu- 
nately tor the property owners of that street, 
by their united and timely action, it was 
killed; and now comes this second bill, seem- 
ing from its ashes. 

vou, I would ask if we have not got street 
car accommodations enough in this city to 
satisfy anyone, without siaughtering the one 
remaining driving street in our city by run- 
ning a street car line on it; or must all our 
streets fnaliy succumb to the network of 
street car lines, a- it has done to the tele- 
graph and telephone wires and poles. 

The passage of sucha bill would not alone 
destroy the street as an accommodation for 
driving purposes, but it would also depreciate 
the value of the property on it from 30 to 50 
per cent. and thus materiai!y lojure the city 
itself by reducing taxation; and it would be 
rather a bitter pill for the 
property-owners and residents of that street 
to swallow to have such a bill passed upon 
them by men who have no interest whatever 
other than the formation of a corporation for 
their ownispecial benefit Now, it was clear! 
proven by the indignation which was arouse 
by the bill which was the predecessor of this 
one that the residents and property-owners 
of Pine street are not in favor of such a move, 
and if they were and it was clearly 
shown that such a measure was beneficial or 
in any way a matter of acc mmodation to 
Pine street or its immediate neighborhood, I 
di not believe that there would be much op- 
position; but this isa case of gain toa few 
to the detriment of all property owners and 


residents from Ninth to Forest Park.

Argument Continued in the Suit 
of the Southern Express vs. 
Iron Mountain. 
. 

Judge Miller Makes a Suggestion Which 
Passes Unheeded. 


The case of the Express Companies against 
the Iron Mountain R:iilway and other roads 
was resumed in the United States Court this 
morning. Judges Miller, McCrary and Treat 
sat on the bench. The court-room 
was egain crowded s0 that standing 
room was at a premium, Judge 
Miller keeps very strict discipline 
while he sits, and several gentlemen who 
turned for relief from the tedious parts of 
the argument to the details of the prize 
fightin the morning papers, were immedi- 
ately admonished by Bailiff Stevens that the 


court was not a reading room, and that if 
they wished to read, they would have to go 
elsewhere. Nearly all the prominent 
attorneys in the city dropped in and out 
during the day. Judge Whitfield, of Missis- 
sippi, opened the argument for the Adams 
Express Company. He claimed that the 
truest thing that had ever been said about 
rai roads was hat they were publie highways. 
It was useless fur the railruad companies to 
say now that it was in their power to 
deny to the express companies a right 
which the latter had heid so long. In a 
country which was only a hundred years old 
the express companies bud held the rights 
claimed in this case for furty years. A great 
business had been built up, in which vast 
amounts of movey had been invested. Now 
the raiiroads propose tosay that they will go 
into the express business themselves, forbid 
ding the express companies all use of their 
cars, and thus practically putting an end to 
the business referred to in the argument. The 
railroads are public highways, public con- 
veniences. They are responsible to the 
ublie, and have no right to deprive the pub- 
le of the facilities affurded them by the ex- 
prese companies. 

Justice Miller follows the argument close- 
ly, and does all the talking, Judges McCrary 
and Treat having scarcely spoken during the 

rogress of the case. The Supreme Judge 

8 avery quick reasoner, and allows no wan- 


dering from the point at  discus- 
sion. A couple of times 
while Judge Whitfield was making 


the above argument Judge Miller inter- 
rupted him to say that he did not see just 
what was the object of certain lines of dis- 
cussion. 

Judge Whitfield contended further that 
the railroad companies held their property as 
trustees of the public for the public interest, 
and that the railroads cou!d not exciude any- 
body who was engaged in doing a work 
which benefited the public from the use of 
the road. This was what the express compa- 
nies wanted and are fighting for. 

Judge Miller—“ Do you think that a rall- 
road wou'd be justitied in excluding the 
train boy who sells books from the cars!“ 

Judge Whitfield—‘‘Yes, sir, on the ground 
that this was not an essential benefit to the 
public. These books could just as well be 
displayed for sale at the depot or some other 
place. 

Judge Miller: Then do you think that 
the ra lroad companies could prevent other 
persons from piling up trunks and baggage 
at a depot, and thus utilizing railroad 
property, against the wishes of the owners?’’ 

Judge Whitfield: ‘*Yes, sir; it it were 
done to that extent, on the ground of ob 
structing a public highway.“ The speaker 
went on to contend that the 
right of any man to be 
carried anywhere by a railroad ata reason- 
able rate, Was just as inali+ nable as the same 
man’s right to vote in his own state. It does 
not lie in a railroad’s mouth to say arbitrarily 
that it will not carry anybody or anything. 
Ii has been suggested in this case that the 
express companies have their remedy in 
bringing suit against the railroads. If the 
Adams Express Company was. com- 
pe led, in this way, to bring, say 
14,000 separate suits for the 14, (00 different 
packages rejected by the roads, there would 
be no end to the litigation. Consequently, the 
exprese companies have come into a Court of 
Equity, and have asked that the railroads be 
compelled to allow them the privileges which 
they have already had, and which are for the 
direct benefit of the public. Judge Whilfieid 
went on to state that the court might fix the 
rate absolutely, but Judge Miller interrupted 
him by saying: 

„It you wish to talk about that you are 
wasting time. We will not fix the rate. If 
we decide that the railroad companies can be 
compelled to carry the freight, we shall refer 
the question of rate to men expert in all- 
road matters, men who know more about it 
than we do, and be guided by their figures. 
Ifthe railroads can be compelled to carry 
the freight of the express companies, and 
there may be a way to do so, then we might 
fix how much is toberpaidin advance, 
leaving the balance to be adjusted hereafter. 
There is no use talking about an absolute rate 
at tbi- time.“ 

Judge Whitfield interjected a remark, hen 
Judge Milier again interrupted him, sa ing, 
‘‘T suggested a way out of the difficulty 
yesterday morning, and intended to repeat 
it last night, but nobo:!y seems to have taken 
any notice of it. I suggested that the matter 
might be arranged as in patent cases. The 
Supreme Court has, in cases in which a man 
was infringing on a patent and anirjunction 
was asked against bim, stated that instead of 
granting the injunction and breaking up his 
business, it would simply make him give suf- 
ficient bond to indemnify the pa:entee. 
Then he could g0 on with his 
business, and a just settlement could be 
made later. I suggested that the express 
companies could give bond and settle the 
matter afterwards in the same way. Nobod 
has taken the slightest notice of my plans. It 
isi: this instance, as in maay other cases 


which come before this court, each 
side is standing out in the _ direc- 
tion of the line of these posts 


from the Court (pointing to the pillars in the 
room), and will see no middle g ound. One 
party wants me to fix an absolute rate, and 
the other does not want me to interfere at 
all.“ 

Judge Whitfield here closed and Judge 
Miller withdrew for a time, causing a short 
recess, during which Gov. Crittenden entered 
and took a seat in front, remaining during 
the morning argument. 

B. C. Brown, of Little Rock, who 
represents the Mempbis and Little Rock 
Railroad, followed in an argument 
for the railroads. He stated that the 
wnole argument was as to what this carry- 
ing cost the railroads. Nobody seemed to 
ask about the profits to which the railways 
were justiy entitied. The question was the 
same as tbe old cow story. Tae man who 
bought, fed, and sheltered the cow, got the 
mik. The railways simply want toe milk. 
The Memphis and Liftle Rock Road cost its 
builders $4,000,000. Tne Southern Ex resse 
Company’s whole outfit could be bought for 
$3,000. When the X ress company was 
young and puny it came to the Memphis 
and Little R ck road witha small tin cup 
and wanted it filled. The railroad did so 
and has continued the charity. Now, when 
itis big and strong, and the rallroad com- 
paoy bas declared that it needs 
no more milk, the express company comes 
into court and went», not « tin cup full, bat 
agalion. The Southern Express Company 
claims to be the friend of the public; yet, in 
an impoverished country, in fourteen years 
on a small investment, it has madeane 
profit of over $6,000,000

THE MANLEY MISERY. — 


A Divorce Case With Dramatic Feae 
tures—Abduction of Caildren 


Judge Lindley heard to-dav and disposed 
of the Manley divorce case. This domestic 
trouble involved some remarkable features, 
among others the abduction of the children 
to Ireland. Mr. James Manley was a Sal- 
oon - keeper at 3335 Olive 
street, and he married in 


September, 1871, a lady who conducted a 
small business of her own in the West End. 
There were four children born of the union, 
of whom two, Catnerine and Josephine, are 
surviving. The husband flled a petition for 
divorce last year, asking the custodyof the 
children, and alleging in support of 
his praver that his wife had been improper- 
ly intimate with Thomas Tooney, the bar- 

Keeper. Mrs. Manley sought the advice of 
W. H. H Russell. and a cross-bill was filed, 
in which the lady denied most positive- 
ly that she had been unfaith- 
ful to her marriage vows. Sue 

alleged on the other hand that ber condition 
had been rendered intolerable, owing to cruel 
and barbarous treatment on the part of her 
busband. She charged him with habitual 


drunkenness, and a persistent course 
of indecent abuse, which commenced 
even three months after the mar- 
riage. The Manleys managed to 


live together, however, until last June, when 
some dramatic scenes occurred during the 
nizhtin which the twochilaren bore an in- 
nocent part. Previous to that Mrs. Manley 
alieged that her husband went out on sprees 


and was brought home once in a 
buggy drunk at 2 o' clock in 
the morning When thef were living 


on Cardinal avenue, Mrs. Manley alleged that 
her husband was brought home four times 
drunk, and un ble to take care of himself. 
In september, 1880, Mr. Manley, accordiog to 
bis wife’s testimony, came home at four 
o’ciock in the morning, took one of the litile 
girls, in her niubterobe, from bed, 
and remained away from home (for 
several hours. On the 26th of June, last vear, 
Mrs. Manley alieged that her husband came 
home at 2 o’clock in the morning, 
TOOK THE TWO LITTLE GIRLS 
out of bed and removed them, undressed, 


from home. They were taken to a convent 
in the suburbs, The mother was 
agon!zed a the action ot her 


husband, and the matter was brought before 
the courts. The children were -ubsequently 
removed from this neighborhood t» Litinois, 
and au order f court issued permitiing the 
mother to visitthem and granting her ali- 
mony. The husband, however, took the 
children across the Atlantic to Ireland, 
and only brought them back a 
short time ago, when the mother 
at length recovered possession of them. Afe 
ter hearing her evidence Judge Lindley 
called for witnesses as to the lady’s reputa- 
tion and it was pronounced god at the lips 
of several ladies in the Wes End. Thomas 
Tooney, the barkeeper, was then called and 
closel y questioned bythejudge. He testified 
that one night Mr. Manley raised a great 
fuss, and he was summoned from his room 
when his employer accused him of the wrong 


al eged in his divorce petition. 
“Mr. Manley you are crazy, but 1 
shall hold you responsible for 
this.“ The witness stoutly denied that any 


improper relations had ever existed between 
Mrs. Manley and himself. He occupied the 
adjoining bed- room, but it was shared by 
Mr. Manley’s brother 

As the husband did not appear to-day, 
and no one represented him, the court dis- 
missed his petition and granted the decree 
to the wife, with the custody of the children.

In proof of his last 
statement, he produced a pamphlet dated 
Waxhbineton, D. C., January 20, 1882, and en 
titled “The Utah Problem and its Solution,“ 
and the pamphlet sets forth that on Septem- 
ber 9, 1881, by a general conference of 
the reorganized church a committee had 
been appointed to wait upon the President 
and Congress of the United States, ana to 
present the fact that the church, although 
classed as Mormon, was opposed to the po- 
lygamic body in Utab, having fought and de- 
nounced the doctrines during the thirty 
years that the church has been in existence. 
The paper asks for more stringent measures 
for the suppression of polygamy, 
because it is no part or parcel of Mormon- 
ism, as ali the laws and constitutioual basis 
ofthe original church prohibit it, and be- 
cause it is on a par with larceny. robbery or 
bigamy. To show that the practice is no 
part of the Mormon faith proper, quotations 
are made from the books of Mormon, 
Nauvoo and otber authorities. It is further 
asked the laws be so amended that avowed 
polygamists be not allowed to sit on juries 
when one of their brethren is tried for big- 
amy, thatthe statute of limitations be so 
amended thatall persons, male or female,can 
be punished for polygamy and 
that the homestead law be 80 
amended that polygamous wives 
be not recognized as heads of families. The 
pamphiet gives the following statisticcs: The 
chu ch he represents has, in round numbers, 
s me 500 organized churches, 50 of which are 
located in the countries of Australia, 
Eugland, Denmark, Switzeriand and Canada, 
and 450 in the United Sta*es of America; with 
a travelling and local ministry of 1,500 persons, 
and a membersbip of 20,000 communicants, 
and an additinal following of at least 20,000, 
who stand with and sustain the church in its 
works.“ 

The above are the only two places of Mor- 
mon worship in the city. The people live in 
different portions ofthe city, and although 
very clannish, have never united or founded a 
colony. They are mostiy of the poorer set, 
and that the polygamists are not very intel- 
ligent is evident from the mental caliber of 
the men who do the preaching.

Ireland’s Whisky Croesus. 
From the New iors World. 

An old gentieman named Wise lately died 
in Ireland intestate, leaving § $15,000,000 
made out of a whisky distillery in Cork, an 
some twelve years ago Sir Benjamin Guin- 
ness left $6,000,000, and estates worth $100,- 
000 a year, which camel out of that excel- 
lent ‘‘stout’’—the tirm brewed nothing 
else—with which we are all familiar. Cork, 
too, can boast a great porter- brewing firm, 
reputed exceedingly wealthy, while Dublin 
has a distiller ip Mr. Roe who could hold 
his own with Mr. Wise. There are two or 
three wealthy firms in the linen trade in 
the north of Ireland, and one or two rich 
butter merchants and dealers of dry goods 
in Cork and Dublin, but the fortunes of all 
these pale into in ignifleance before 
the dealers in drinks, the manu- 
facture of which is clearly the staple of 
Irish trade, and may r help to explain 
why the prosperity of that country is not 80 
great as its friends might desire. It is due 
to the manufacturers of these drinks te say 
that, Whatever the merits of their vocation, 
they are themselves conepicuous'y public- 
spirited citizens. Mr. Wise seems to have 
been of retired habits, but the Guinness fam- 
ily have been extraordinarily muunificent, 
spending hundreds of thousands in church 
restoration and improvements for the public 
in Dublin, while Mr. Roe has followed their 
lead in a similar line. Still, it is heartily to 
be wished that some industry fraught with 
less temptation to those engaged in it and to 
the public at large could show equal success 
ina land where industrial enterprise is so 
urgentiv needed. While so large a propor- 
tion of the English nobility has come directly 


or indirectly from “the city,” it is 
significant of the small part that com- 
merce has played in Ireland that, 
with the excepiion of Guiuness, late- 
ly created Lord Ardiium, and 


Annaly, (White) there is scarcely a peerage 
heid by Irishmen directly due to connections 
with trade. The grandfather, a financial 
genius, of Lord Annaly, began life as a book 
hawker, and subsequently had a stall ona 
bridge in Dublin; then a shop, and soon un- 
til he ended by having an income of $150,000 
a year and returning three members to the 
Imperial Partiament. The family €( Whigs) 
have retained this interest. The late lord 
was Lord Lieutenant of Longford, and when 
the appointment of his second son to the 
Lord Lieutenancy of Clare was caviiled at the 
Viceroy of Iretand rose in his place in the 
House of Lords and said that were it can- 
celed he would resign. But such careers as 
that of Luke White are alltoorare in Ireland, 
wae it is still the fashion to look down on 
trade.

He 
relates that, baving been called upon to at- 
tend the widow of Hassan Pasha, he was sur- 
pri-ed to see her waited upon by two young 
women of apparently twenty-five or thirty 

ears of age, whereas he knew that it was 
customary for her to be waited upon by old 
women only. On expressive his surprise he 
was toldthat both those young ladies were 
over sixty vears of age, and that they owed 
their youthful appearance to the abundance 
of Serkys tea Which they drank. Dr. lucas 
immediately asked for some of this plant, and 
took it with him to France. It is supposed 
that he medea present of it to Ninon de’! 
Enclo-, and that it was the mys'erious secret 
ot her extraordinsrily youthful appearance 
when old. bere is a great run on this article 
in Paris just now, for the doctors have dis- 
covered thatit putifies the blood, and thus 
preserves the skin fair and transparent as in 
early youth. It also makes the flesh firm, 
and is particulariy conducive toa full bust. 
About tbree years ago it was re introduced 
into Paris by u French doctor wao had 
traveled in the East. In Turkey, where it 
costa but little, it is often mixed with the 
water of the bath. Taken however, in the same 
manner as tea, twice a day, iis effects are 
said to be certain, It costs five francs an 
ounce, but a thimblef | is enough for a 
breakiast cupful of the infusion,

To escape from this lot he leaves 
no art untried, aud where money-making is 
concerned an undiscriminating adoption of 
every method that presents itself is not cal 
culated to make a man popular. The true 
way of at once preventing outrages, and by 
degrees removing the occasions of outrage, 
would be to put the Jews on a levei in every 
respect with the Christians.
